Described from a single specimen from an unknown location in West-Africa 
120 years ago (Gunther 1 861), Hypleurochilus aequipmnis has only recently been 
rediscovered in the Eastern Atlantic ( Bath and Wirtz 1981) : the species was found 
at Victoria, Cameroon. The occurrence of H. aequipmnis at Lome, Togo, extends 
the known range of the species in the Eastern Atlantic by 1000 km to the north¬ 
west. 
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
